JSAACP Sets 
Craft Unions 
Work Drive

BOSTON (AP) - The new 
campaign to integrate building 
trades craft unions announced 
by the National Association for 
the 
Advancement of Colored 
People is aimed at an estimated 


$76 5 billion of public construc­ 
tion in the current fiscal year. 
NAACP labor director Her­ 
bert Hill threatened Wednesday 
to seek federal court action in 
all states to withhold public con­ 
struction funds from any project 
that does not employe its “ full 
and fair share’’ of Negroes. 
“ If the lily-white AFL build­ 
ing trades craft unions continue 
to exclude Negroes let there be 
a national moratorium on all 
public construction,” he said. 


“ The crisis of the ghetto Is the 
crisis of jobs. If we don't work, 
nobody’s going to work." 


Hill told a news conference 
that San Francisco’s Bay area 
rapid transit project would be 
among the first targets of the 
NAACP. Other target cities, he 
said, are Los Angeles. New 
York, Cleveland, Chicago. Phil­ 
adelphia, Washington, Boston, 
Columbus, Atlanta and Balti­ 
more. 


San 
Francisco’s 
transit 


project was chosen for two rea­ 
sons. Hill said: a Negro copula­ 
tion in that city and neighboring 
Oakland “ greater than in Bir­ 
mingham, Ala.,” and Oakland’s 
critical rate of unemployment in 
excess of 34 per cent. This is a 
crisis figure.” 
The new vehicle on which the 
NAACP bases its program is a 
May 17 federal court decision 
which Hill said makes state and 
federal governments responsi­ 
ble for seeing that Negro work­ 


ers have “ their full and fair 
share” of jobs before contracts 
can be signed. 
What a “ full and fair share" 
is will be determined separately 
in each case. Hill said, using as 
guidelines the number of Negro 
journeymen working at skilled 
jobs, and the number of young 
Negroes admitted 
into union 
apprenticeship 
training 
pro-. 
grams.

Remember 
isolationism 
. . . 
Col 
Robert 
McCormick of the Chicago Tribune and Chicago 
Mayo- "Big Bill” Thompson hating the British 
, . . Calvin Coolidge inquiring if ‘they” hadn’t 
borrowed the money, meaning World War I 
debtors . . . the national credo that striped- 
pants diplomats a l w a y s outwitted Yankee 
traders? 


Is it all coming back in a backlash of disen­ 
chantm ent about U S intervention in Southeast 
Asia. Was that savage turnabout by Senate 
"haw ks” when the Johnson administration sent 
planes and men to the Congo and threatened to 
intervene in Nigeria the end of interventionism’ 
Are experiences like the Israeli assault on 
the U SS. Liberty during the Israel-Arab bloc 
war revealing to Americans how precarious a 
thing international good will is’ Patience with 
this country has been running out. 
The United States has no friends, only gov­ 
ernments that have not yet seen fit to show 
their teeth at it. It has tried to buy and bully 
its way into international friendship — without 
success 
It has been an international policeman — but 
no medals are in prospect. 
Is isolationism coming back? 
The possibility is currently being discussed 
The clock cannot be turned backward in in­ 
ternational affairs any more than it can be 
turned back on things like social security at 
home. Interdependence is a fact of life 
Interventionism is here to stay. 
But the United States has learned that suc­ 
cessful interventionism calls for restraint 
The United States must learn the limitations 
of its power It will have to be selective in its 
choice of places to commit troops in the future. 
It will need to know more about the realities 
of a world in which it is assuming international 
leadership 
Not all things are possible 
The 
United States Is not all-powerful, not all-wise, 
not even IOO per cent pure. 


It cannot conquer all adversity with dollars 
It cannot level all barriers with its armor. 
It cannot outdo the British, French, Germans, 
Belgians, Spanish and Italians 
who all tried 
their hands at "empire saving” and were re­ 
buked by burgeoning nationalisms in a rapidly 
changing world 
There will be no return to isolationism But 
interventionism from now on is going to he c a r­ 
ried on with more prudence than it was in 1901 
when a young U S president sent an inexperi­ 
enced vice president to Southeast Asia and 
swallowed whole the latter*a recommendation 
for intervention in a mixed-up war in a place 
called Vietnam — not even a viable nation — 
just a place.

Reulher Fears Vote Switch 


WASHINGTON — It is not easy to envision 
Walter Reuther as a devotee of "flower power” 
— which is neo-hippy jargon for love and em 
brace your fellow man even if he is a stout 
symbol of the power struc­ 
ture 
Yet the high-tensioned Reu­ 
ther did just t h a t — with 
out benefit of camera and 
spotlights 
recently. 
And 
it 
may have some affect on 
powerful auto union s negotia­ 
tions with the Big Three car 
producers. 
Reuther, stiangely ambiva­ 
lent now, did it for Lyndon 
Victor Riesel 
Johnson and saved the President from one of 
the worst labor crises of the Vietnam war 
This saga began, in effect, during the week 
of June 19 The President’s pressurized trouble 
shooter. Joe Califano. telephoned the president 
of the United Auto Workers Reuther. who has 
taken virtually no calls from friends and labor 
colleagues for months, answered this one. Cali­ 
fano and I,abor Secretary Willard W irt/ spoke 
for Mr. Johnson The White House and the Pen­ 
tagon were desperately worried over the threat 
of a strike at midnight July 8 at the Lycoming 
Division of Avco at Stratford, Conn 
It was explained that the Defense Depart­ 
ment could not take even a single day’s stopp­ 
age at the 4.500-man plant So vital were the 
motors for fixed wing planes, the constant 
speed units for dive bombers, the T-53 gas tur­ 
bine engines fwith no afterburn) for helicopters 
and some mysterious missile components made 
at Stratford, that we were flying this materiel 
to Vietnam 


REUTHER TOLD Califano not to worry He 
would do what he could to prevent his Stratford 
local from striking On Saturday night. June 24. 
the Detroit red-head flew into Washington, met 
the Avco president, went over to the Labor De­ 
partment and began negotiating Thev worked 
steadilv until six a rn on Thursday. June 29 
Thev settled, though the local leaders were 
hell-bent for a strike. This certainly pleased 
President Johnson. A stoppage at this critical 
installation — the only one of its kind in the 
nation — would have forced him to go to Con­ 
gress for an emergency law — while Congress 
was already entangled with the railroad "finali­ 
ty” bills. 
Though Walter was full of flower power dur­ 
ing his hard negotiations at the Labor Depart­ 
ment, he was all labor power when he met 
with his own colleagues of the AFL-CIO Indus­ 
trial Union Department's executive board that 
same week. He talked tough. He seared the 
government. He cussed out the Defense Depart­ 
ment. He mocked it for not having sufficient 
strategic sense to produce the vital Avco mo­ 
tors. engines and parts in more than one plant 
He was tense. He was militant He spoke of 
telling off the government He was demanding 


He told the other labor leaders that he would 
take nothing but victory in his cerning Big 
Three negotiations. And he said he’d win And 
added that everybody could note that his de­ 
mands were high. 


SOMEWHERE DURING THIS discourse, the 
International Association of Machinists’ presi­ 
dent Roy Siemiller — now threatening to tie up 
the nation’s railroads — said the time has 
come to knock Oregon's Wayne Morse out of 
the Senate. Morse has been earning the hall 
for Lyndon Johnson in the Upper House on the 
bill for rail negotiations until "finality.” 
Reuther, jumpy, jumped on Siemiller. Labor, 
said the red head, in offed. must be careful. It 
must not be irresponsible Otherwise "we might 
get the worst Congress we’ve ever bad ” And 
the Republicans might win the presidency It 
was a troubled moment 
Soon, Reuther was 
militant again. He repeated that he was in th# 
coming auto negotiations "to win ” 
It was a nervous performance. He was trou­ 
bled personally by ’he serious illness of his 
aged father still living in Wheeling, W Va But 
he also had. and has. professional problems 
The Big Three plan to give him a run for his 
money. And he has plenty of it — but not 
enough True, by Sept. 8. when contracts ex­ 
pire. the U.AW strike fund will run between 588 
million and 170 million But to win what he has 
promised his people in a long series of off- 
the-record conferences with local leaders and 
ti' satisfy the young workers’ demand* for cash 
and the older people's desire for securitv, be 
must strike 


THOUGH HE HAS confided in no one, bis

Lots of things disturb members of Congress, 
Democrats as well as Republicans, but lately 
many have become annoyed bv the way news­ 
papers use zoological terms to describe their 
attitudes on Vietnam.

have no antipathy to birds they would prefer 
that some other bird be chosen, as. for in- 
rtance, "eagles ” 


Sen George Murphy of California has em­ 
barked on a crusade to raise the ornithological 
standard by sending around a small pin to he 
worn in the lapel. 


It’s not exactly made of gold, but it is that 
color, and the California senator hopes to line 
up 50 senators who would avow themselves to 
be “eagles.” rather than “hawks” or "doves ” 
The "resolution” by Sen. Murphy is not in­ 
tended to he filed for passage but nevertheless 
has been distributed to many members of the 
Senate Thirty-two have already signed his dec­ 
laration, which reads as follows: 
"The press and communications media have 
initiated a practice of designating members of 
the United States Senate as either 
hawks or 
doves. 
"If one is designated a ‘hawk’ it Tarries the 
Implication of the most unfortunate image gen­ 
erally attributed to the “war monger.’ 
A “dove.’ on the other hand, would ignore 
our national honor, interest 
friends, agree­ 
ments, stated principles and commitments in 
order to avoid conflict at any cost and achieve 
peace at any price 
“This division of the members of the Senate 
has created some confusion at home and abroad 
and great uncertainty as to the true positions 
and dispositions of the members of the senate, 
which might have a distorted and detrimental 
effect on our national nolicv 
“ We would therefore point out that if bird 
like designations must be used, our national 
bird has been the American eagle which, one 
will recall carries the olive branch of peace 
and friendship in the one claw and the armed 
arrows of war in the other This most impres­ 
sive emblem has served our nation honorably 
and well in both peace and war for nearly 200 
years We see no reason to change. 
"Therefore, we the undersigned members of 
I he United States Senate respectfully request 
that hereafter we be referred to as eagles, so 
that everybody at home and abroad many know 
exactly where we stand ”

There have been errors committed In refer­ 
ring to various senators as either "hawks” or

changes from day to day. 
Many senators who originally opposed Ameri­ 
can involvement in Southeast Asia have come 
out in favor of continuing the war because now 
that the mission has begun and large numbers 
of troops have been sent the concept of retreat 
or surrender is not relished 
Conversely, many of those who are called 
"hawks” resent the idea they favor enlarge­ 
ment of the war into such proportions as would 
produce a world war III. 
The attitude of a majority of senators toward 
the Vietnam conflict can. on the whole, be de 
sciibed as willingness to go along with Presi­ 
dent Johnson in doing whatever is thought best 
fcr the future security of the United States in 
world affairs.

ANSWER . Few of us have even heard of a bandicoot. We 
know of coots, which are duck-like birds, and we might im­ 
agine a coot with bands on it, as our artist has sketched But 
this is not a bandicoot, which is a mammal and (Hie of those 
called marsupials, which carry their young in pouches. Bandi­ 
coots live in Australia and New Guinea, different kinds ru tt­ 
ing in size from that of a mouse to that of a cat. The long- 
pointed snout looks strange to us on such a good-sized animal, 
resembling the nose of the tiny shrew which we often find in 
gardens, particularly odd-looking is the rabbit bandicoot, 
since his large ears do not seem to fit with his pointed nose. 
Bandicoots dig burrow* during the day and come out to feed 
on worms and insects at night. Since their burrows disturb 
gardens, the Australians regard bandicoots as a pest. A 
strange feature which sets the bandicoot apart from other 
marsupials is that the pouches which carry the young open 
from the bottom Other kinds open at the top.

But the United States has learned that suc­ 
cessful interventionism calls for restraint 
The United States must learn th* limitations 
of its power. It will have to be selective in its 
choice of places to commit troops in the future.

Reuther Fears Vote Switch 


WASHINGTON — It is not easy to envision 
Walter Reuther as a devotee of “ flower power” 
— which is neo-hippv jargon for love and em ­ 
brace your fellow man even if he is a stout 
symbol of the power struc­ 
ture. 
Yet the high-tensioned Reu­ 
ther did just t h a t — with 
out benefit of camera 
and 
spotlights 
recently. 
And 
it 
may nave some affect on 
powerful auto union's negotia­ 
tions with the Big Three car 
producers. 
Reuther. stiangely ambiva­ 
lent now, did it for Lyndon 
Vidor Riesel 
Johnson and saved the President from one of 
the worst labor crises of the Vietnam war. 
This saga began, in effect, during the week 
of June 19. The President’s pressurized trouble 
shooter. Joe Califano. telephoned the president 
of the United Auto Workers. Reuther. who has 
taken virtually no rails from friends and labor 
colleagues for months, answered this one Cali­ 
fano and Labor Secretary Willard Wirt* spoke 
for Mr. Johnson. The White House and the Pen­ 
tagon were desperately worried over the threat 
of a strike at midnight July 8 at the Lycoming 
Division of Avco at Stratford, Conn 
It was explained that the Defense Depart­ 
ment could not take even a single day’s stopp­ 
age at the 4.500-man plant. So vital were the 
motors for fixed wing planes, the constant 
rpeed units for dive bombers, the T-53 gas tur­ 
bine engines fwith no afterburn) for helicopters 
and some mysterious missile components made 
at Stratford, that we were flying this materiel 
to Vietnam. 


REUTHER TOLD Califano not to worry He 
wou'd do what he could to prevent his Stratford 
local from striking. On Saturday night, June 24. 
the Detroit red-head flew into Washington, met 
the Avco president, went over to the Labor De­ 
partment and began negotiating They worked 
steadily urtil six a rn on Thursday, June 29. 
They settled, though the local leaders were 
hell-bent for a strike 
This certainly pleased 
President Johnson. A stoppage at this critical 
installation — the only one of its kind in the 
nation — would have forced him to go to Con­ 
gress for an emergency law — while Congress 
was already entangled with the railroad '“finali­ 
ty” bills 
Though Walter was full of flower power dur­ 
ing his hard negotiations at the Labor Depart­ 
ment. he was all labor power when he met 
with his own colleagues of the AFL-CIO Indus­ 
trial Union Department’s executive board that 
same week 
He talked tough. He seared the 
government He cussed out the Defense Depart­ 
ment He mocked it for not having sufficient 
strategic sense to produce the vital Avco mo­ 
tors, engines and parts in more than one plant. 
He was tense He was militant He spoke of 
telling off the government. He was demanding. 


He told the other labor leaders that he would 
take nothing but victory in his coming Big 
Three negotiations And he said be d win 
And 
added that everybody could note that his de­ 
mands were high. 


SOMEWHERE DURING THIS discourse, the 
International Association of Machinists’ presi­ 
dent Roy Siemiller — now threatening to tie up 
the nation’s railroads — said the time has 
come to knock Oregon’s Wayne Morse out of 
♦he Senate Morse ha* been carrying the hall 
for Lyndon Johnson in the Upper House on the 
bill for rail negotiations until “ finality.” 
Reuther, jumpy, jumped on Siemiller. Labor, 
said the red head, in affect. mu«t be careful It 
must not be irrespon*ible Otherwise “ we might 
get the verst Congress we’ve ever had ” And 
the Republicans might win the presidency. It 
was a troubled moment 
Soon, Reuther was 
militant again. He repeated that he was in the 
coming auto negotiations ‘to win ” 
It was a nervous performance. He was trou­ 
bled personally by ’he serious illness of his 
aged father still living in Wheeling W Va But 
he also had. and has, professional problems 
The Big Three plan to give him a nm for his 
money. And he has plenty of it — hut not 
enough. True, by Sept «. when contracts ex­ 
pire. the UAW strike fund will run between 568 
million and $70 million But to win what he has 
promised his people in a long series of off- 
the-record conferences with local leaders, and 
tc satisfy the young workers’ demand* for cash 
and the older people's desire for security, he 
must strike 


THOUGH HE HAS confided In no one, his 
target will be The F ird Motor Company, ac­ 
cording to the Michigan economists and univer­ 
sity people who participated in the recent 
American Foundation on Automation and Em­ 
ployment international conference in Pome 
The strike fund won’t last when weekly relief 
checks go out to the 152 900 Ford workers 
Furthermore, who will guarantee that the Big 
Three — whose highest policymakers have been 
conferring for almost a year — won’t lock out 
the union jointly7 Ifs legal It has been dis­ 
cussed That would put almost 600.000 on the 
bricks That would bankrupt Reuther's strike 
fund The Big Three would, of course, offer to 
cortinue producing war equipment 
Reuther 
would be faced with letting some of his people 
work at defense plants while the huge mass of 
his auto industry members went pavless 
The red-head would be in a bind He'd have 
to deliver either to his people or to the im»°* 
of labor state«manship he talked about the oth­ 
er week. 
Among insiders, the hefting is that the auto 
union chief would forget flower power and the 
’68 national elections and turn on his labor 
power full blast. 
Thus, this will be Reuther's summer of dis­ 
content.

Lots of things disturb members of Congress, 
Democrats as well as Republicans, hut lately 
many have become annoyed bv the way news­ 
papers use zoological terms to describe their 
attitudes on Vietnam.

Ifs not exactly made of gold, hut it is that 
color, and the California senator hopes to line 
up 50 senators who would avow themselves to 
be “eagles.” rather than “hawks” or “doves ” 


The “ resolution” by Sen Murphy is not in­ 
tended to he filed for passage but nevertheless 
has been distributed to many members of the 
Senate Thirty-two have already signed his dec 
Aration, which reads as follows: 
“The press and communications media have 
initiated a practice of designating members of 
the United States Senate as either hawks or 
doves. 
“ lf one is designated a ‘hawk’ it Tarries the 
Implication of the most unfortunate image gen 
epally attributed to the “war monger ’ 
“ A ‘dove,’ on the other hand, would ignore 
our national honor, interest, friends, agree 
ments. stated principles and commitments in 
order to avoid conflict at any cost, and achieve 
peace at any price 
“This division of the members of the Senate 
has created some confusion at home and abroad 
and great uncertainty as to the true position* 
and dispositions of the members of the senate, 
which might have a distorted and detrimental 
effect on our national policy. 
* We would therefore point out that if bird 
like designations must be used, our national 
bird has been the American eagle which, one 
will recall, carries the olive branch of peace 
and friendship in the one claw and the armed 
arrows of war in the other. This most im ores 
sive emblem has served our nation honorable 
and well in both peace and war for nearly 200 
years. We see no reason to change. 
“Therefore, we the undersigned members of 
the United States Senate respectfully request 
that hereafter we be referred to as eagles, so 
that everybody at home and abroad many know 
exactly where we stand ” 
The senators signing the document are

Conversely, many of those who are called 
“ hawks” resent the idea they favor enlarge­ 
ment of the war into such proportions as would 
produce a world war III. 
The attitude of a majority of senators toward 
the Vietnam conflict can. on the whole, he de­ 
an ibed as willingness to go along with Presi­ 
dent Johnson in doing whatever is thought hest 
for the future security of the United States in 
world affairs.

ANSWER: If God has approved any other type of music 
in the church I have failed to find it on the pages of the 
New Testament There are a number of passages in the 
Old Testament that speak of other kinds of music being 
used in worship to God under that law, but that law was 
fulfilled by Jesus (Mt 5 17.

ANSWER: Few of us have even heard of a bandicoot We 
know of coots, which are duck-like birds, and we might im­ 
agine a coot with bands on it. as our artist has sketched But 
this is not a bandicoot, which is a mammal and one of those 
called marsupials, which carry their young in pouches. Bandi­ 
coots live in Australia and New Guinea, different kinds rang­ 
ing in size from that of a mouse to that of a cat. The long- 
pointed snout looks strange to us on such a good-sized animal, 
resembling the nose of the tiny shrew which we often find in 
gardens. Particularly odd-looking is the rabbit bandicoot, 
since his large ears do not seem to fit with his pointed nose. 
Bandicoots dig burrows during the day and come out to feed 
on worms and insects at night. Since their burrows disturb 
gardens, the Australians regard bandicoots as a pest. A 
strange feature which sets the bandicoot apart from other 
marsupials is that the pouches which carry the young open 
from the bottom. Other kinds open at the top.
